Aviators here considers that the 
feat of Smith and Bronte 
was 
en­ 
tirely as great as that of their pre­ 
decessors and in fact recapitulation 
of the two flights shows that 
in 
many ways they were almost iden­ 
tical. 
The distance flown by Smith and 
Bronte was about 1G0 
miles 
less 
than the distance of the army plane, 
but their time w as also ‘23 minutes 
less than that of the “ Bird of P a ra ­ 
dise. ” 
The army fliers landed at Wheeler 
field 25 hours and 49 minutes after 
they left Oakland airport 
in San 
Francisco bay. 
Smith and Bronte 
landed on M olokai 25 hours and 26 
minutes after they had taken 
oil 
from the sam e runway. 
Both planes had been “ lo st” # to 
the world for several 
hours before 
they finally landed. No definite word 
had been received 
from 
M aitland 
and Hegenberger until two minutes 
before their plane landed at Wheel­ 
er field, and Friday it was feared 
for hours that Smith and Bronte 
were in the ocean when they landed 
at Molokai. 
Both planes lost the radio beacon 
at Crissy field in San Francisco at 
about the same relative positions in 
their flights. 
Neither plane picked up the radio 
beacon from here. 
Both fliers 
encountered 
trouble 
with head winds and fog. 
In one particular, 
however, 
the 
two flights were widely separated. 
It seems alm ost ludicrous to com­ 
pare the little second hand 
plane 
now cracked up in the trees of Molo­ 
kai to the great graceful “ Bird »of 
P arad ise” resting in her hanger at 
Wheeler field. 
The “ City of O akland,” although 
equipped with a now motor, is just

ings are pending. 
The contractors, Connor, Bierley 
and Jinks, reached the point Friday 
afternoon which brings the 
sewer 
from the south end up to the point 
on the property line of the real es- 
state owned by Mr. and Mrs. Stan ­ 
ley Kemp, located on the north side 
of West Third street. 
The brick street w as torn up, and 
the large sewer placed in 
position 
acro ss the street Friday. Today the 
workmen are filling in the 
street, 
which will he opened for traffic at 
once, until it has settled and 
the 
bricks can he relaid. 
The sewer construction started at 
the west end of Second street, and 
has progressed rapidly up t<* 
this 
point, where more than 1,609 
feet

has 
forbidden Hill to release any more 
o f the papers that stirred 
Indiana 
during the past week. 


The supreme court is due to hand 
down its ruling Tuesday and 
S te­ 
phenson fears the state will believe 
he is (trying to prejudice the justices 
of the court. 
Hill him self disclosed the near­ 
rupture at Michigan City where 
he 
issued a form al statem ent after he 
had gone to consult Sitephenson re­ 
garding the next steps to be taken 
in the latter’s self-conducted expose 
of alleged political corruption. 


“ He is not guilty o f the crime of 
which he w as convicted,” Hill said. 
“ The court that convicted him 
was 
without jurisdiction .to do so and he 
had 75 years o f lawr in his favor as 
a precedent. In my letter, 
made 
public this wTeek, I stated expressly 
why certain papers were 
released. 
It was to show the people that S te ­ 
phenson w as not altogether a 
liar 
and a four-flusher. It is true 
that 
Stephenson did not authorize 
the 
release of certain of these papers, 
but the attitude of the 
governor 
clearly indicates that 
the 
wrong 
thing w as not done. 
“ Mr. Stephenson has 
been 
a 
‘good sport’ for two years and 
I 
guess a little longer won’t hurt. He, 
therefore, has directed that nothing 
else be released, so that no one will 
be in a position to say that he was 
intimidating anyone. ”

Protecting Mrivrists 


The complete remodeling and re- 


vising of automobile certificates of 
title liJes by the secretary of state

recovering cars already stolen. 


Under the system to be installed, 


filing cards will be prepared on all 
cars licensed in Indiana since 1922, 
and these will be built into a com- 
plete motor number and alphabet- 
ical fiel.

cating the information. 


All means of identification, such 


as license plates

engine motor number from the 


•engine Iblock. By reporting this num- 
ber to the secretary of state's office,-

whether or not such a car has fceen 
registered in the State of Indiana.
